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NHS IS ‘FAILING 
TO HELP STAFF’ 


Healthcare survey paints a 


bleak picture 


Overworked and stressed staff 
are looking to leave their jobs at 
Kingston Primary Care Trust 
(PCT), according to a Healthcare 
Commission survey. 

The annual staff survey showed 
the PCT scored in the worst 20 per 
cent for working hours, pressure lev¬ 
els among staff and the numbers 
who intended to leave their jobs. 

The PCT also did badly in staff 
training, with over 30 per cent of the 
249 staff who responded claiming 
they had no job-relevant training, 
learning or development in the last 
12 months. 

A PCT spokesman said: “We are 
naturally concerned at the high per¬ 
centage of staff reporting working 
longer than contracted hours. But 
the figures reported are no more 
than in the previous year and the sig¬ 
nificant increase in job satisfaction 
reflects that staff are more satisfied 
with their jobs, feel more comfort¬ 
able and are less likely to leave.” 

It pointed to an overall improve¬ 
ment in results, but conceded finan¬ 
cial pressures meant clinical 
training had been prioritised. 

Three out of four staff said they 
worked longer than contracted in an 
average week. 

The questionnaire asked staff to 
rate how pressured they felt by work 
between one, not pressured, to five, 
highly pressured. The PCT’s score of 
3.40 was among the worst 20 per cent 
in the country. 

Using the same scale, staff were 
asked their intention to leave their 
job and look for a new post. The PCT 
scored 2.97, again among the worst 20 
per cent in the country.

of London Health Emergency, said: 
“None of this is a surprise. I know 
for a fact that staff in Kingston’s 
NHS feel massively overworked and 
undervalued, and this shows that. 

“This is exploiting the good will of 
staff. They are being called upon to 
patch up gaps in staffing levels. 

“The combination of this survey 
and the cost of living in Kingston 
paints a bleak picture for the future.” 

Kingston Hospital fared better in 
the survey, scoring average or above 
average in the 23 key areas. 

But there was a worrying response 
in terms of harassment and bullying 
in the hospital. 

While 28 per cent of respondents 
had suffered harassment, bullying or 
abuse from patients, slightly above 
average, 23 per cent of respondents 
had suffered at the hands of a fellow 
member of staff. 

Carole Heatly, chief executive of 
Kingston Hospital, said: “The trust 
will not tolerate harassment or bul¬ 
lying and will take action against the 
perpetrators.” 

The hospital said there were high 
levels of job satisfaction, training 
and appraisals and said that positive 
feeling was above average.

Securicor said the cash box 
was protected by a forensic 
anti-theft system called Smart- 
Water, that would cause any¬ 
one attempting to force entry 
to be contaminated with an 
invisible tag. 

He added: “SmartWater cur¬ 
rently has a 100 per cent con¬ 
viction rate when used as 
evidence in a court of law.” 

David Dickinson, chief exec¬ 
utive of the British Security 
Industry Association, said: 
“Cash-in-transit robbery is on 
the increase and this attack is 



yet another reminder of the 
seriousness of this type of 
crime. 

“It is a human crime perpe¬ 


trated against men and women 
going about their everyday 
working lives performing an 
essential public service. 

“The industry has invested 
considerable resources in 
technology, training and sys¬ 
tems, but we can’t do it alone 
and we are calling on the Gov¬ 
ernment, the police, local au¬ 
thorities, retailers and 
financial institutions to help 
us tackle this crime.”

Magic Roundabout gives 
up its battle for survival 


Hundreds of Kingston 
teenagers will lose a valuable 
counselling service when the 
Magic Roundabout charity an¬ 
nounces it has been forced to 
close for good next week. 

The board of trustees will 
meet on Monday, April 21, to of¬ 
ficially declare the advice and 
counselling service no more 
and arrange a final closing 
date, sources close to the ser¬ 
vice claimed. 

The charity, now based in 
Canbury Park Road, has ad¬ 
mitted defeat after struggling 
for two years to recruit reliable

trustees who can raise an an¬ 
nual £22,000 shortfall in fund¬ 
ing. 

The charity has been run¬ 
ning for 15 years and at its 
peak helped 4,500 teenagers 
every year, with issues includ¬ 
ing sexual health, drugs, em¬ 
ployment and family 
problems. 

Centre manager Megan Daw¬ 
son has promised that vulnera¬ 
ble teenagers will not be 
stranded and alternative care 


will be organised elsewhere. 

She said: “Any young person 
in counselling at the moment 
will be looked after. No one will 
be left without support.” 

The charity was saved from 
closure in January 2006 follow¬ 
ing a successful campaign by 
the Kingston Guardian’s sister 
paper, the Surrey Comet, to re¬ 
cruit eight more trustees. 

But since then at least five of 
them have dropped out, leav¬ 
ing the remaining trustees 
frantically trying to think up 
fundraising ideas. 

Despite hearing that its 


£30,000 grant from Kingston 
Council has been renewed for 
the upcoming year, it still falls 
well short of the minimum es¬ 
timated running costs of 
£52,000. 

After hearing the charity’s 
plight earlier this year, two in¬ 
terested volunteers came for¬ 
ward - but changed their 
minds when they realised the 
level of commitment needed.

He added owners unable 
to control their dog’s ac¬ 
tions would be taken to 
court, with those failing to 
comply with the court’s or¬ 
ders liable to have their dog 
seized and destroyed. 

Chief Inspector Cliff Law 
said: “There have been trag¬ 
ic cases across the country 
where dogs have attacked 
someone and caused serious 
or life changing injuries. 

“Any dog that comes to 
our attention that is either 
deemed dangerous or out of 
control will be investigated 
thoroughly with a view to 
making further applica¬ 
tions at magistrates’ 
court.”

Woman after 
KLinks details 


A frustrated woman has re¬ 
sorted to a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request after Kingston 
Council refused to divulge de¬ 
tails of the transitional 
Kingston Local Involvement 
Networks (KLinks). 

KLinks have replaced the old 
Patients’ Forum, and encom¬ 
pass social services as well as 
local NHS services. 

The network, now under the 
jurisdiction of the council, is 
supposed to provide a voice for 
local people, but Ann Blanche 
questioned its accountability 

She wanted to know who was 
on the interim board for the 
network which would repre¬ 
sent her, but was told it would 
breach confidentiality 

She has now demanded the 
names of the board members, 
who will sit until the full net¬ 
work is implemented on May 
1, under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act. 

She said: “It’s the depart¬ 
ment of stealth and total ob¬ 
scurity 

“It’s most ridiculous. They 
can’t tell a resident of 
Kingston who is going to rep- 
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resent them.” 

Kingston Council said it was 
in the process of tendering the 
contract for a “host” organisa¬ 
tion for KLinks and as such 
could not divulge details. 

It added: “In Kingston we 
have a small core group, large¬ 
ly consisting of ex-Patient 
Forum members, who are 
working on governance for a 
transitional Links. 

“We have held a stakeholder 
seminar and there is a meeting 
planned for Tuesday, April 22, 
with interested parties to try 
to expand this core group a lit¬ 
tle, particularly into the field 
of social care.” 

But that has not placated 
Mrs Blanche, who is angry the 
council did not ensure these 
details were in place on April 
1, when the old patients’ forum 
disbanded.

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Smartening up: How the Kingston Road site could look 

Derelict comer could 
be getting makeover 


A day centre for disabled adults 
could be the sweetener on a 
property deal smartening up a 
derelict petrol station. 

Barratt Homes wants to build 
46 flats on the old Texaco site in 
Kingston Road, New Malden. 

The first option would in¬ 
clude a day centre for disabled 
adults, replacing the Crescent 
and Causeway centres in Cocks 
Crescent, which Kingston 
Council wants to replace. 

The second alternative would 
be 100 per cent housing. Both 
options would have private and 
social housing, with a base¬ 
ment car park area. 

Mark Smith, head of develop¬ 
ment at Barratt West London, 
said: “This is a good opportuni¬ 
ty to tidy up a messy corner of 
the town. 

“Certainly the majority of 
the comments we have received 
so far support our proposals for 
new homes. 

“We are looking at designs 
that will complement this sec¬ 
tion of Kingston Road and the 
public feedback we have re¬ 
ceived will be very helpful in 
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formulating our plans before 
we submit a planning applica¬ 
tion later in the spring.” 

The developer unveiled both 
sets of plans at a public exhibi¬ 
tion in New Malden library at 
the beginning of April. 

Pauline Bailey, a former 
member of the New Malden 
Residents’ Association, which 
petered out after its launch in 
2006, was not convinced. 

“Of course it’s an eye-sore 
area,” she said. “Nothing has 
been done on it at present, but 
that doesn’t mean to say we 
have got to have huge flats up 
there. 

“They shouldn’t be able to get 
away with it without the re¬ 
source centre, but they are only 
doing it because Kingston 
Council is closing the one in 
Cocks Crescent. It just makes 
you feel like moving away.”

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‘Life in limbo' after council 
agrees to housing unit sale 


The death knell has been sound¬ 
ed for a sheltered accommoda¬ 
tion unit in Old Malden, with 
councillors voting to sell the 
land to prop up its ailing hous¬ 
ing budget. 

At Kingston Council’s execu¬ 
tive meeting on April 8, the deci¬ 
sion was taken to close Yew 
Tree House in Church Road, 
with Councillor Penny Shelton, 
executive member for housing, 
stating shortfalls in the coun¬ 
cil’s capital funding pro¬ 
gramme meant the disposal of 
such assets was necessary 
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However, she assured the 10 
tenants they would be given the 
“highest priority” to bid for 
new accommodation. 

Councillor Ian McDonald, 
who represents Old Malden, 
told the meeting the house was 
the only place suitable for elder¬ 
ly people in Old Malden. 

He said the sale presented an 
opportunity to build new sus¬ 
tainable accommodation. 

He said: “If you believe in 


quality housing for the 21st cen¬ 
tury for residents in this bor¬ 
ough - that is what you have to 
do rather than just patching up 
properties in poor condition.” 

Mike England, head of hous¬ 
ing at Kingston Council, con¬ 
firmed there was a “strong 
preference” to plough the 
money from Yew Tree House 
into sheltered accommodation 
for the borough and officers 
would work “intensively” with 
residents to find them suitable 
places to move to. 

A resident at Yew Tree House, 


who did not want to be named, 
said people at the house had 
been “very distressed” over the 
decision. 

He said: “If it was inevitable 
because of money pressures, 
why didn’t the council tell us 
months ago? Everybody knew 
except for us - it’s not a case of 
what they say, it’s what they 
don’t say.” 

The resident said they had 
been offered bedsits or self- 
contained flats but still had no 
indication when they would 
have to move.

Racial education funding is stunted 


Kingston Racial Equality Coun¬ 
cil has been knocked back in its 
bid for more cash to help safe¬ 
guard children and young peo¬ 
ple. 

Its application to the newly- 
formed Equalities and Human 
Rights Commission to fund two 
new areas of work was rejected. 
But the organisation has been 


given an increase in funding for 
its ongoing case work. 

The extra £80,000 would have 
paid for racism education visits 
across the borough and would 
have allowed chairman John 
Azah to build on his work safe¬ 
guarding children in ethnic mi¬ 
nority groups and researching 
the issue in Kingston. 


Mr Azah said he could have 
used the extra money but was 
grateful for the ability to help 
more people suffering from 
racial harassment. 

He said: “We applied for three 
areas, looking to raise £120,000, 
but we were given £40,000. 

“It is less, but it is an increase 
on last year’s £36,000.”

Sheep shearers 
come under fire 

Organisers of A Country Affair have in¬ 
sisted their annual sheep shearing 
demonstrations will go ahead, despite 
protests at other shows from animal 
rights campaigners. 

There were fears it could have been can¬ 
celled after anti-cruelty campaigners got 
a sheep shearing event banned from Kent 
County Show. 

It involved shearers from Australia and 
New Zealand trying to remove a fleece 
from a sheep in the quickest time, and 
campaigners feared the sheep could be 
hurt by the electric clippers. 

But A Country Affair founder Phil 
Bayles claimed he “can’t envisage animal 
rights protesters being interested” in the 
Hampton Court show in August because 
“it’s a different kind of event”. 

He said: “We have one guy that shears a 
sheep while giving a commentary, so it is 
not a race. It is done very slowly and the 
animals are well looked after by him. 

“I don’t see why they would have any ob¬ 
jections because it is more of an educa¬ 
tional show.” 

Last year the sheep-shearing show was 
in danger due to restrictions following the 
foot and mouth outbreak. 

A Country Affair takes place at Morden 
Hall Park on May 3, 4 and 5, Clapham 
Common on May 24, 25 and 26, and Hamp¬ 
ton Court Palace on August 23,24, and 25.

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Court considers jail term 
for persistent wife-beater 


A Chessington man who has as¬ 
saulted his wife five times in 
the last 18 months has been 
warned by magistrates he 
could face prison. 

Brian Wright, 52, admitted at¬ 
tacking his wife, Margaret 
Wright, at their home in Orchid 
Close on April 8, after coming 
home to find her watching tele¬ 
vision with a male friend. 

Mr Wright accused his wife of 
having an affair. She told him 
to leave and tried to push him 
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on to a sofa. 

He lashed out and punched 
her in the face. 

Helen Clutton, prosecuting at 
Kingston Magistrates’ Court on 
April 10, said when he was in¬ 
terviewed by police, Wright ini¬ 
tially denied injuring his wife. 

In defence, solicitor Mr 
Kench said Mrs Wright had told 
her husband on the morning of 


the attack that she was “having 
a thing” with a male friend and 
his alcohol consumption had 
“clearly played a part” in the 
sequence of events that 
evening. 

“He made an accusation 
based on what he had been told 
earlier that day and struck Mrs 
Wright once on the right 
cheek,” he said. 

Despite Mr Kench asking 
magistrates to deal with the 
matter “swiftly”, the case was 


adjourned for probation re¬ 
ports to be completed so magis¬ 
trates could assess Wright’s 
pattern of behaviour against 
women. 

Lead magistrate Mr Salem 
said: “We are very concerned 
that you have had several peri¬ 
ods of imprisonment for simi¬ 
lar matters and yet you still 
appear before us.” 

Wright will be sentenced at 
Kingston Magistrates’ Court on 
May 1.

OPEN MINDS 
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Maternity 
issues ‘are 
addressed’ 


Kingston Hospital believes 
it has addressed issues sur¬ 
rounding its maternity ser¬ 
vices. 

The hospital revealed last 
month that it had answered 
five questions wrong in a 
Healthcare Commission 
questionnaire, which led to 
a rating of “least well per¬ 
forming” in January. 

It blamed staff not imple¬ 
menting “corporate gover¬ 
nance procedures” but 
insisted executive directors 
had been charged with en¬ 
suring such procedures 
were observed in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The affair sparked con¬ 
cerns from Councillor 
Mary Reid, a member of 
the council’s health 
overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, about staffing at 
the ward. 

She said: “I believe that 
the problems all derive 
from problems around the 
recruitment of midwives. 

“Don’t be misled by fig¬ 
ures for midwifery assis¬ 
tants - although valuable, 
they are not trained profes¬ 
sionals like midwives. 

“I am not suggesting any¬ 
thing about the quality of 
the staff - I have no reason 
to believe that they are 
anything but sound. 

“But rapid turnover, espe¬ 
cially the use of agency 
staff, reduces continuity 
for patients and makes it 
very difficult for managers 
to establish standard prac¬ 
tices and a team ethic.” 

The hospital said: “Dur¬ 
ing 2007/08 the trust in¬ 
vested in 26 additional 
midwifery staff.”

The Bill: Employing police to fight crime increases costs DeadNnepixKTi737i 03 

Even if you have never been a victim, research released by the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance shows crime is still costing you. DAVID LINDSELL looks at the figures 


Society having to share 
the bill for price of crime 


Criminals are costing Kingsto- 
nians an average of £286 a year, 
according to figures from the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

The total cost is a shocking 
£44million a year, after busi¬ 
ness, residents and the criminal 
justice system mops up vandal¬ 
ism, robberies and violent at¬ 
tacks. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance at¬ 
tempted to put a price on the fi¬ 
nancial effects of illegality 
using Home Office calculations 
and Metropolitan Police crime 
statistics. 

The estimates include a price 
tag for every stage of dealing 
with crime, from installing new 


burglar alarms, stress leading 
to days off work and catching 
and punishing offenders. 

Each of Kingston’s 156,000 res¬ 
idents is paying £286, the fig¬ 
ures revealed. 

Even then, notoriously time- 
and money-consuming crimes 
such as fraud and corporate 
crime were not included in the 
headline figure, which could 
have considerably bumped up 
the total cost. 

After a typical burglary, the 
value of the stolen goods, the 
emotional impact on victims, 
the reduction in economic out¬ 
put, the costs of the criminal 
justice system, insurance and 


increased security costs are all 
thrown into the mix. 

Kem Nwoke, manager of Pie 
3, a clothes shop in Fife Road, 
Kingston, said the figure for a 
burglary - £3,164 - sounded 
about right. 

Before Christmas, a gang of 
young people stole a £295 jacket 
from the shop and he later dis¬ 
covered other items had gone 
missing on the same day 

“We lost between £1,500 and 
£2,000,” he said. “The insurance 
we pay goes up I suppose. We 
did get some extra security tags, 
which would have cost a pretty 
penny as well.” 

He also admitted that on one 


other occasion, the decision not 
to attend an ID parade by a 
woman employee who felt 
threatened might have had a fi¬ 
nancial effect on society. 

“I suppose that is a waste of 
taxpayers’ money as well,” he 
said. 

Graham McNally, Kingston 
town centre manager, disputed 
the way the figures were added 
up, but admitted crime could 
take its toll on businesses. 

“There’s a cost to crime - no¬ 
body can argue that,” he said. 
“Businesses pick up a large 
amount of it with things like 
shop-lifting and the whole of so¬ 
ciety sharing the other costs.”

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Why are more boys getting eating disorders? 


Anorexia is still largely a problem asso¬ 
ciated with girls - only one in 10 diag¬ 
nosed cases are in boys. 

But in a survey of mental health ex¬ 
perts in 2003, almost half said they 
thought more young men were coming 
forward with the problem. 

They warned boys were being misdi¬ 
agnosed. A general lack of awareness 
of male eating disorders meant GPs 
and parents could be missing vital 
symptoms and clues. 

Professor Hubert Lacey, an eating dis¬ 
orders specialist for South West Lon¬ 
don and St George’s Mental Health 


Trust, said: “There is evidence the inci¬ 
dence has increased in men. Many eat¬ 
ing disorders in men are associated 
with certain careers such as boxers, 
ballet dancers and jockeys.” 

There has been a greater emphasis on 
men’s clothes and appearance over the 
last 20 years. 

Professor Lacey added: “It’s difficult 
for boys having a disorder which is 
generally associated with women. That 
makes treatment more difficult. 

“But treatment is similar to that for 
women - weight gain, and helping them 
to come to term with body changes.”

All teenage boys have some funny 
habits. But when Tahira Patel’s son 
Tai* brought a toaster into his room 
and began wearing layers of 
jumpers during the summer, she 
knew something was wrong. 

“It started with him exercising 
more,” Tahira remembers. “As the 
weight was dropping off he was 
putting on more clothes because he 
got cold. 

“At midnight he would binge on 
vegetables and slices and slices of 
toast without any butter.” 

With his weight plummeting, Tai 
became more withdrawn and tired, 
shunning football with his friends 
to read alone in his room. 

He was admitted to hospital and 
Tahira received the shocking news 
that her 11-year-old son had devel¬ 
oped an eating disorder. 

“You’re a parent and you have lots 
of guilt and it’s scary,” says Tahira. 
“You don’t think it will happen, like 
you don’t think men will get breast 
cancer.” 

Tai’s eating disorder was caused, 
as for many young women, by the 
stress he was experiencing as pu¬ 
berty hit. He was struggling to cope 
with his parents’ arguments and di¬ 
eting and exercise became a crutch,

something he could control. 

“Eating disorders are like an ob¬ 
sessive compulsive disorder, or an 
addiction like alcoholism,” says 
Tahira. “He’s more obsessive about 
things and more angry He doesn’t 
know how to deal with his anger.” 

Tai is now 16. Over the past five 
years he has been readmitted to 
Springfield’s eating disorder clinic 
several times. Staff help him back 
to a safe weight, but after being dis¬ 
charged it only takes a certain trig¬ 
ger and he goes back to dieting. 

He has spent periods of time away 
from school, but has worked hard to 
keep his studies going and is 
preparing to sit his GCSEs this 
summer. 

But his continuing battle with 
food and body image has had a dra¬ 
matic impact on his development

into a young man. His growth has 
been severely stunted; standing the 
same height now as he was when he 
was 13. 

Tahira wants more people to wake 
up to the growing phenomena of 
male anorexia and bulimia. As a 
mother, she was left feeling alone 
and powerless, with little informa¬ 
tion available. 

“It’s on the increase and parents 
should be aware of it,” she says. 
“There’s all this stuff about size 
zero and obesity, but the age group 
is dropping and it is happening to 
boys.”

Tenant group slams 
‘quick fix’ solution 


A stock transfer ballot in Kingston 
could get a resounding ‘no’ vote, 
after the borough’s biggest council 
tenant group threw its weight 
against the plans. 

It is a devastating blow to 
Kingston Council, which is push¬ 
ing the transfer as the only way it 
could write off the £6.1million it 
loses to Government every year 
through the Housing Revenue Sub¬ 
sidy. 

The Federation of Residents, 
which represents about a third of 
Kingston’s council tenants, said a 
transfer to an existing housing as¬ 
sociation would see residents of 
the 6,400 council properties lose all 
control of how housing was man¬ 
aged and where money was spent. 

Sadiq Mohamed, honorary secre¬ 
tary of the federation, has criti¬ 
cised Kingston Council for trying

to go for a “quick fix” before the 
next local elections in 2009. 

He also condemned the council 
for ignoring residents and not dis¬ 
cussing all the options with them. 

He claimed a tenant-led manage¬ 
ment organisation (TMO) was the 
only way residents could get more 
repairs done but still retain con¬ 
trol. 

A TMO would involve a commit¬ 
tee of residents making decisions 
about their homes and has been 
successfully introduced in other 
parts of the country. 

But Councillor Penny Shelton, 
executive member for housing and 
adult services, branded the idea 
“unrealistic” and “very difficult to 
organise”. 


Instead, she wants to investigate 
how tenants could be involved, 
without taking complete control, 
but admitted she did not know 
how this would work. 

She said: “There is no intention 
to take anything from the tenants. 
The intention is to give them more 
than they’ve got at present. 

“Our stock is our stock and we 
would love to keep it, but the real 
battle is the £6.1million the Gov¬ 
ernment is taking.” 

The council is currently survey¬ 
ing residents about their houses to 
gauge whether a transfer ballot 
would be successful. A decision 
over whether to spend more than 
£250,000 on an official ballot will 
made over the next few months. 

Tenants voted against a stock 
transfer in ballots in the 1990s and 
2004. 


Transformation

It began as as a so-called “public feed¬ 
ing depot” during World War II. Then 
it became a cafe, a gourmet restaurant 
and a pub. Now Boaters Inn, on the 
Thames riverside in Canbury Gar¬ 
dens, has embarked on yet another 
new chapter.

Pub Company, given a new interior, 
menu and staff, and will be officially 
launched on the weekend of April 26 
and 27 with barbecues, a Punch and 
Judy show and other celebrations. 

Capital, which described itself as a 
“mid to upper-mid market” business, 
already owns more than 20 pubs, each 
catering specifically for its local mar¬ 
ket. 

The intention at Boaters is to provide 
an ideal family venue for lunches, din¬ 
ners and nights out, with the spectacu¬ 
lar view of the river.

Jump from the 
edge of space 

Car chases to copyright - Stuntman Steve Truglia 
reveals the biggest risks in his career. 


London-based stunt coor¬ 
dinator and performer, Steve 
Truglia, is used to risking life 
and limb. Working as a 
stuntman on some of 
Hollywood’s top blockbuster 
movies can be a dangerous 
business. For Truglia’s next 
project he plans to take the 
ultimate stuntman challenge 
and attempt to set a new 
world record in high altitude 
parachuting, jumping from 
120,000ft - the edge of space. 

Truglia, whose film credits 
include Bond classics, The 
World is not Enough and 
Tomorrow Never Dies, will put 
12 years of training and experi¬ 
ence to the test when he 
embarks on the world record 
attempt in July 2008. He 
intends to leave nothing to 
chance. 

“For a stunt coordinator, 
safety is always the absolute 
priority and this jump will be 
no exception. This world 
record attempt has taken years 


of planning and the best possi¬ 
ble team to manage the dangers 
identified in the risk assess¬ 
ment.” 

Risky business 

Does he worry about the risks? 
One wrong move could signal 
the end of his career. “In stunt 
work all the risks are calculat¬ 
ed” he explains. “The biggest 
threat to my career is copyright 
theft. Every time someone buys 
a knock-off DVD or downloads 
an illegal version of a film or 
programme I’ve worked on, I 
miss out on my repeat fees.” 

“People assume the prob¬ 
lem only affects those at the top 
of the industry, but for stunt 
performers like me and other 
backstage workers, like pro¬ 
duction assistants, DVD sales 
form my income.” 

“London is the heart of the 
UK film and television indus¬ 
try. I’d like to see Londoners 
show their support for the tal¬ 
ent on their doorsteps by saying

no to the copyright criminals 
who undermine industry work¬ 
ers’ careers as well as the legit¬ 
imate businesses on their local 
high street.” 

Truglia might just get his 
wish.

Don’t ignore planes and ships 
in new law, FoE orders Brown 


Kingston Friends of the Earth (FoE) 
has urged Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown to stop ignoring aviation. 

The group wants the Government’s 
new Climate Change Law to cover all 
carbon dioxide emissions, including 
the UK’s emissions from internation¬ 
al aviation and shipping. 

The group took part in a national 
day of action - supported by the 
World Development Movement - on 
Sunday, April 6, in support of The 
Big Ask, FoE’s campaign for a strong 
climate change law. 

Kingston FoE believes the law, 
which is set to be introduced this 
summer, needs strengthening for the 
UK to play its part on climate change. 

The Government’s proposed law 
does not count the UK’s share of 
emissions from international avia¬ 
tion and shipping. 

An FoE spokesman said: “Friends 
of the Earth believes it’s ludicrous to 
pretend these emissions don’t exist, 
and unfair to treat aviation and ship¬ 
ping any differently to other sectors 
of the economy. 

“A way of including shipping emis¬ 
sions should be worked out as a mat¬ 
ter of urgency.” 

Aviation is a fast growing source of

carbon dioxide emissions. 

Government figures published in 
January 2008 showed aviation ac¬ 
counted for 6.4 per cent of UK carbon 
emissions. 

The Big Ask has called on Edward 
Davey, Kingston and Surbiton MP, to 
vote for a strong climate change law. 

A spokesman added: “It’s crazy for 
Gordon Brown to leave out climate 
changing emissions from planes and 
ships from the new climate change 
law but that’s what he is doing. 

“Why should our local industry and 
businesses be held to account for 
their carbon emissions but not the 
aviation industry?” 

Mr Davey responded: “My con¬ 
stituents tell me they are worried 
about climate change and want to see 
the Government take action. 

“I agree. That is why I will be vot¬ 
ing for a strong climate change law 
which commits the UK to cutting its 
emissions by at least 3 per cent annu¬ 
ally and which covers all emissions 
including the UK’s share of emis¬ 
sions from international aviation 
and shipping.”

□ Smooth driving at a sensible speed 
is the best way to keep emissions and 
expenditure to a minimum.

Increased carbon dioxide has re¬ 
duced nitrogen and other nutrients in 
eucalyptus leaves and boosted tan¬ 
nins, a naturally occurring toxin. 

Bill Foley, Australian National Uni¬ 
versity science professor, said: “What 
we’re seeing, essentially, is that the 
staple diet of these animals is being 
turned to leather.”

‘Don’t fret, the credit 
crunch will not bite’ 


There has been a lot in the news 
recently about the credit crunch 
and the sub-prime crisis. How is 
it going to affect people in 
Kingston? 

In the Kingston area, the main im¬ 
pact will be on house prices and on 
the job market. But the effects on 
the UK will be nowhere near those 
in the US, where house prices have 
tumbled and the economy is on the 
brink of a recession. The UK is like¬ 
ly to experience only a mild slow¬ 
down of economic growth. 

Will we see house prices in the 
borough fall? 

We are heading for a period of mod¬ 
est house price increases. Perhaps 
we will even see a slight fall in 
house prices in the borough, but 
not by much and not over a sus¬ 
tained period of time. 

Are we going to go into a reces¬ 
sion? 

The UK is not in a recession and we 
are unlikely to be heading for one. 
Inflation is under control, which 
enables the Bank of England to re¬ 
duce interest rates if and when the

prospects of the UK economy dete¬ 
riorate. Currently, the main threat 
to the UK economy is a weak dollar. 
But this is compensated for by a 
strongeuro. 

Do you have any advice for peo¬ 
ple on how to survive this time 
of economic uncertainty? 

My advice would be not to lose their 
nerve. Despite the problems with 
Northern Rock, the credit crunch 
and the sub-prime crisis mainly af¬ 


fects the US, rather than the UK. 

What made you decide to be¬ 
come a lecturer and what made 
you decide to come to Kingston? 

My curiosity and the fascination of 
teaching students who approach 
the world with open and inquisitive 
minds made me decide to become a 
lecturer. It was a coincidence that 
made me come to Kingston Univer¬ 
sity, its uniquely caring atmosphere 
made me stay. 

You have also taught at universi¬ 
ties in Germany. How does 
Kingston compare? 

The university systems in Ger¬ 
many and the UK are very differ¬ 
ent. At Kingston University, lecture 
groups are much smaller and inter¬ 
action between students and their 
lecturers is more personal. Perhaps 
as a consequence, Kingston Univer¬ 
sity and its lecturers feel more re¬ 
sponsibility for their students. 
Compared with the high standards 
of Kingston University, issues like 
inclusiveness and equal opportuni¬ 
ties are vastly underdeveloped in 
most German universities.

Notice of publication of proposed amendments to 
Core Strategy, Surrey Minerals Plan Preferred Option 

Surrey County Council has proposed amendments to the Core Strategy of the Surrey Minerals Plan 
to ensure that Surrey can meet requirements for minerals in the most sustainable way, and to set 
the framework and policies to determine future planning applications for mineral development. 

The proposed amendments result from recent Government advice on the role and content of 
core strategies, requiring a comprehensive framework for all forms of mineral development, 
including rail aggregate depots, recycled and secondary aggregate facilities and the extraction 
of non-aggregate minerals. Attention in Surrey has centred on future demands for silica sand, 
brick clay and gas storage underground. The following sites have been considered but not all are 
recommended for inclusion: 

silica sand - Pendell Farm, Bletehingley; Chilmead Farm, Nutfield Marsh; Shag Brook, Buckland. 
brick clay - Swallow's Tiles, Bookhurst Hill, Cranleigh; Clockhouse Brickworks, Capel; 

Ewhurst Brickworks, Walliswood; South Holmwood Brickworks, Beare Green, 
gas storage - Albury Heath; King's Farm, Bletehingley. 

It is also proposed to extend the plan period to at least 2020 in line with Government requirements. 

The proposed amendments are at www.surreycc.gov.uk/mineralsplan together with supporting 
and background documents including the draft strategic environmental 
assessment/sustainability appraisal, habitats regulations assessment and flood risk assessment.

BMW M3 Saloon 


Sharp-suited speed 


Want a BMWM3 but don’t want to make 
a fuss about it? Then you want an M3 
Saloon. Jonathan Crouch reports 


One rather curious decision with 
BMW’s last generation M3 was Mu¬ 
nich’s decision to offer it here only in 
coupe and convertible body styles. You 
could, after all, buy its arch-rival Audi’s 
RS4 as a saloon and an estate. With the 
latest generation M3, BMW weren’t 
about to repeat that mistake. Which is 
why there’s the option of the four-door 
saloon variant we’re looking at here. 

Just as the M3 Coupe looks like, well, 
a 3 Series Coupe but actually most of 
the body panels are changed, the saloon 
version is the same. In other words, 
there are virtually no body panels 
shared with your common or garden 3 
Series Saloon. Which given the £50,000 
price tag attached to this M3 is proba¬ 
bly just as well. 

The car features the same sleek front 


end design from the Coupe M3 which 
includes the lowered, sportier head¬ 
lamp design and striking power dome 
in the bonnet. Primarily, the design of 
this model is created by the need for 
significant volumes of air for the in¬ 
duction system. As a result, the M3 
does without front foglamps, while 
three large air ducts in the front lower 
valance keep the engine breathing. 

Like the Coupe, the M3 Saloon features 

18- inch Dark Graphite double-spoke 
light-alloy wheels as standard, with a 

19- inch forged and polished wheel as an 
option. 

In other words, you’re getting the 
pace and poise of a Porsche 911 at two- 
thirds of the price. In fact, you’re get¬ 
ting more, since the entry-level 911 
offers ‘only’ 321bhp against the M3’s 
420bhp V8. The BMW’s is an engine 



that’s not only lighter than its six-cylin¬ 
der predecessor but one which punts 
the M3 into a new performance realm. 

The V8 engine plumbed beneath the 
bulging bonnet of the M3 had a lot of 
commentators a little worried at first. 
The balance of the six-cylinder E46 
model was so exquisite that the 
prospect changed a big four-litre ‘bent- 
eight’ shoehorned into the svelte 3 Se¬ 
ries shell smacked of an almost 
Mercedes-like obsession for power at 
any cost. Seems we needn’t have wor¬ 
ried. BMW assures us that the weight of 
the V8 is, at 202kg, a full 15kg lighter 


than the old ‘six’. 

The E92 M3 is packed with intriguing 
design features but the most important 
one for many is that it looks the part. 
There was barely a dissenting word 
uttered after its unveiling and most ob¬ 
servers judged that BMW had got it spot 
on.
